Four educational organizations this week 
told the School Committee why they would 
like to lease part of the Shawsheen School 
after the school administration vacates the 
building in early 1984.

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the Handicapped, the Greater Lawrence 
Educational Collaborative, Andover School 
of Montessori and the town’s own Commu- 
nity Services department are each inter- 
ested in moving into the school as soon as it 
becomes available. 

The committee heard their presentations 
Tuesday night, with two selectmen in atten- 
dance as well. 

But Chairman Richard Neal explained 
that the committee will not make a decision 
on disposing of the building until October — 
and under current state laws, the school 
committee has no authority to lease or sell 
school buildings. (Pending legislation could 
change that law.) 

School offices will move into two reno- 
vated wings at the former East Junior High 
next year, along with all town offices. The 
Shawsheen (and Town Hall and the Essex 
Street theatre building) will then be avail- 
able for reuse. 

Committee members indicated that they 
would prefer to lease, rather than sell, the 
school because Andover might need to use 
it as a school again in the future if enroll- 
ments increase. 

They also suggested that since each of the 
four interested parties wants to use only 
part of the building, the groups meet to 
discuss how they could “coordinate their 
needs’’ and share the school. 

Peter Brant of the Christ Church Profes- 
sional Nursery for the Handicapped, a pri- 
vate school that serves multi-handicapped 
and mentally retarded children, said the 
nursery would like to lease 15,000 square 
feet. He said the nursery could share the 
school with a compatible tenant such as a 
day care center or preschool nursery, youth 
center or center for the elderly.

Supply Japanese Firm 


AT&T International signed a contract with Nip- 
pon Telegraph & Telephone (NTT) in Tokyo, Japan, 
for the supply of echo canceler equipment, man- 
ufactured at Western Electric's Merrimack Valley 
Works, to Japan. 

The contract, valued at $3.6 million, marks the 
initial sale of the 2B echo canceler outside the 
United States, and is also the first sale by ATTI to 
Japan. It is for the provision of 4,920 2B echo 
cancelers or 44 bays of equipment that will be used 
in 12 different NTT offices throughout Japan. 


The echo canceler produces a replica of an echo 
caused by satellite transmission delay and sub- 
tracts it from the signal in the return transmission 
path, thus canceling the cho. It was first researched 
by Bell Laboratories engineers in 1965 and has been 
used successfully for the past few years on the U.S. 
long distance network to reduce the persistent

Andover Teachers Visit Industry nats 50 Ae, 


Local business, industry and the public schools of Andover have a serious 
interest in working together on behalf of students and quality education. 
This was the message which emerged from a program provided for the staff 
of Andover High School during an in-service day. 

More than 80 high school teachers were invited to visit six local business 
sites for lunch, tours and a round table seminar. Raytheon Company, Bon 
Secours Hospital, GCA/Burlington, Digital Corporation, Bank of New En- 
gland and Physical Sciences, Inc. hosted the staff for the afternoon. 

At each site the educators were updated on the significant changes, trends 
and issues which the worlds of work anticipates in the next decade. 
Classroom teachers listened with interest as business and industry person- 
nel shared information about future technology and issues ranging from the 
change from a national to a global economy or the increasingly complex 
issues involved in health care.

The Ipswich River Watershed Association will 
sponsor a program on ‘‘Acid Rain and the Acid Rain 
Monitoring Project in Massachusetts at the Smith

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Temple To Observe Shavuot 


Shavuot, the festival commemorating the end of the period 
of seven full weeks from Passover, will be celebrated by Jews 
throughout the world beginning at sundown, May 17. The 
holiday is celebrated for one day by Reform Jews and Jews 
living in Israel and two days by Orthodox and Conservative 
Jews living outside of Israel. 

Shavuot, originally a harvest festival, recorded the time 
when, seven full weeks after the planting of the first grain, the 
first fruits of the field were harvested in Palestine and the 
choicest were taken, in a religious pilgrimage, to the temple 
in Jerusalem. Shavuot was, and is today, one of the major 
festivals of the Jewish religious calendar. 

In time, the agricultural nature of the day was pre-empted 
by a more spiritual meaning as it became identified with the 
time when, seven weeks after the exodus from Egypt, the 
newly-freed Hebrew people stood at the foot of Mount Sinai 
and received the Ten Commandments for themselves, their 
unborn generations and for all mankind. Shavuot, originally 
known as Chag Ha Bikkurim, the festival of the first fruits, 
became known as Z’man Matan Torasenu, the time of the 
giving of the law. : 

In this spirit Reform Judaism vested the holiday with even 
greater significance when, 150 years ago, it introduced into 
the observance of the festival the ceremony of Confirmation. 
At this ceremony Jewish youth stand on the altars of their

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Sewer Plan Amended To Allow 
Office Park Development 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


A proposed 53-acre office and research 
park in the Lowell Junction area would 
“turn a sow’s ear into a silk purse,’’ the 
selectmen decided Monday night, voting 
three-two to amend the master sewer plan 
to let the developer sewer the development. 

Selectmen Norma Gammon and Donn 
Byrne voted against amending the master 
sewer plan approved by 1980 annual town 
meeting to include developer Richard Kel- 
ly’s site. 

Kelly’s R.J. Kelly Co. of Burlington now 
needs approval from the Planning Board 
and Conservation Commission for his pro- 
posal. Kelly’s attorney, Reginald Marden of 
Andover, said the developer needed to know 
if he would be allowed to sewer the site 
before proceeding with his plans. 

The master sewer plan defines how far 
Andover will extend its sewer lines. Kelly’s 
site, located off Route 93 near the Gillette 
plant, falls outside the sewered area. Town 
sewer lines currently end at the Cressey- 
Dockham plant. 

According to Kelly’s proposal, he will 
extend those lines to his site and maintain 
them at his company’s expense, and build a 
pumping station to pump sewage from the 
site into the town sewer system. 

Engineer Robert Brustlin of Vanesse- 
/Hangen Associates of Boston, representing 
Kelly, said ‘“‘Corporate Place 93’’ will in- 
clude a total of 400,000 to 500,000 square feet 
of ‘‘high quality’’ office space, with 300,000 
to 350,000 square feet located in Andover. 
The rest will be located in Tewksbury and 
Wilmington. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony, who 
supported the developer’s request for an 
amendment to the master sewer plan, has 
said the development will generate at least 


Schools To 


The School Committee this week decided 
that the 1983 school year will end at noon on 
Thursday, June 23 — but settling on a sched- 
ule for the next school year proved more 
difficult. 

After some debate, the committee voted 
three-two to bring students back to school 
on Monday, Sept. 12 (teachers will return 
Sept. 6 and 7), and close school on Tuesday, 
June 26 (teachers’ last day will be June 27). 

That calendar includes 180 school days 
and four snow days; without snow days, the 
year could end a bit sooner. 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert pre- 
sented the committee with three alterna- 
tives: opening Sept. 8 and closing June 22; 
opening Sept. 6 and closing June 20; or 
opening Sept. 12 and closing 26, the commit- 
tee’s final choice. 

Schools traditionally open after Labor 
Day (Sept. 5), Seifert said, but this year a 
Sept. 8 opening would fall on Rosh Hasha- 
nah, an important Jewish holiday observed 
Sept. 8 and 9. 

And Andover Education Association 
President Stephen Jankauskus said teach-

$300,000 a year in property tax revenues. 

The manager emphasized that if Kelly 
could not sewer the site, he would build it 
with a septic system — a plan that town 
officials believe could cause future prob- 
lems at the site, which includes wetlands. 

Selectman William Dalton moved to 
amend the plan to include the site. ‘“There 
seems to be a consensus that this is a tough 
piece of land,’’ he said. ‘‘It’s nice to see 
something good happening out there. This 
would turn a sow’s ear into a silk purse — I 
think we’d be foolish if we did not take 
advantage of this opportunity.”’ 

Dalton said a reluctance to amend the 
master sewer plan was not reason enough 
to deny Kelly’s request. “‘That’s why we 
have the amendment process,’’ he main- 
tained. “‘It was never assumed that this 
policy would be in effect until the end of 
time.” 

Charles Wesson agreed, pointing out that 
“the buildings are going to go in anyway,” 
that the sewer lines would be extended at no 
cost to Andover, and that the development 
would bring the town ‘‘a substantial amount 
of tax dollars.’’ Chairman Gerald Silver- 
man voted in favor of Dalton’s motion as 
well. 

But Gammon said she was opposed to 
amending a master plan that town meeting 
had approved, and feared setting a prece- 
dent. Other developers could now come in 
with their plans for ‘‘marginal land’’ in 
town, she said. 

Gammon said she was also concerned 
about emergency access to the site, be- 
cause freight trains could block access: The 
main entrance to the development will 
cross the B&M railroad tracks, according 
to Kelly’s plans, and the secondary access

because it would require teachers to return 
on Sept. 1 and 2, before Labor Day.

Jankauskus also pointed out that the cur- 
rent school year was scheduled to end on 
June 24, if all snow days had been used: 
‘You're talking about two days,”’ he said. 
‘I don’t see anything so terribly different 
(from this year’s calendar).”’ 

Neal and Robb voted against the Sept. 12 
opening, with Susan Poore, Robert Smith 
and Michael Giammusso in favor. 


will be from Burtt Road, which also includ- 
es a railroad crossing. 

Byrne agreed that he would prefer to let 
town meeting amend the sewer plan. He 
added that he did not like the idea of using a 
pumping station, when the master plan 
calls for gravity flow systems only. 

Mahony said town counsel had ruled it 
appropriate for the selectmen to make the 
decision, because a vote of town meeting to 
amend the master plan would not be bind- 
ing on the selectmen anyway. 

And Atty. Marden told the board the pro- 
posal ‘‘does not fall outside the logic’’ of the 
master plan, since the site was excluded 
from the master plan only because it would 
cost the town too much to sewer. (Pumping 
stations were also ruled out because they 
are expensive to maintain, Public Works 
Director Robert McQuade said.) 


Earlier Monday night, the Board of 
Health voted to approve Kelly's plans, with 
three conditions: that the selectmen extend 
the sewered area to allow sewering the 
site; that the town take steps to ‘reduce 
inflow and infiltration into the sewer sys- 
tem to increase its total capacity; and that 
Kelly return for permission for individual 
sewer connections in the future. 

McQuade said it would be “impractical 
and not cost-effective’ to try to reduce 
inflow and infiltration without major reno- 
vations to sewer lines, although the man- 
ager disagreed. 

The DPW director added that Kelly’s 
proposal would have no effect on present 
plans for a new Riverina Road sewage 
pumping station, which was designed to 
accomodate potential expansion in the town 
for the next 20 years. 


Street Of Flags

Townspeople are continuing to donate 
memorial flags to help create a tribute to 
Andover veterans- - -A Street Of Memo- 
rial Flags- - - to be flown on four patri- 
otic holidays each year. 

Members of the committee working on 
the plan hope enough flags will be obtained 
to allow the first flag display on Memorial 
Day, May 30. 

Veterans Service Director John Lewis 
reports that to date 58 families have do- 
nated memorial flags, the government buri- 
al flags given to the families of deceased 
veterans. Memorial committee members 
hope to collect at least 75 flags to fly along 
Main Street from Pearson Street to Pun- 
chard Avenue, and Elm Street from Elm 
Square to Florence Street, on Memorial 
Day, Flag Day, Fourth of July and Veterans 
Day.

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Protecting The Decision 


Selectmen by majority vote this week approved 
amending the town’s master sewer plan to allow 
construction of an office park complex. 

The decision was, indeed, a difficult one, as 
mentioned here previously, taking into consider- 
ation the many ramifications of such permission. 

Basically, however, the action represents pro- 
tection for the town, since the developer, R. J. 
Kelly Co., of Burlington, intended to build anyway, 
using septic systems rather than the town sewer 
lines. Health authorities rightfully felt that the 
sewer line was the better alternative. 

Too, there is the consideration that the complex 
will result in a further increase of the town’s tax 
base, with little requirement for additional serv- 
ices. 

The overall complex is to involve the commu- 
nities of Tewksbury and Wilmington, in addition to 
Andover. With that in mind, it is suggested that 
Andover authorities be mindful of this, when the 
various permits are issued. 

Selectmen’s approval Monday night only indi- 
cates that the sewer plan can be amended. Con- 
struction is predicated on the issuance of sewer 
construction and other permits by various town 
boards and agencies. It is suggested that the plans 


follow the proposal as presented to date, which 
indicate that the major portion of building con- 
struction will be in the Andover area. 

This is not a precedent-setting action by any 
means. 


Development of the West Andover Industrial 
Park was delayed over a period of time until a 
prime tenant initiated construction process. It was 
not until Hewlett-Packard obtained a building per- 
mit that selectmen authorized the extension of a 
trunk sewer line to the area, thus not committing 
the town’s funds until assurance was given that 
indeed there would be industrial construction in 
the area. 


It is recommended that similar procedures be 
followed in this case, since the town’s sewer sys- 
tem is involved, and there should be some assur- 
ance that the town will be the beneficiary of a 
building and not a parking lot. 


There is little doubt that the plans as presently 
proposed will be followed, but strengthening that 
commitment to Andover would seem to be in the 
community’s best interests, based on the position 
the majority of the board of selectmen properly 
took this week.

Omitted

In last week’s Andover TOWNSMAN, Sue Tucker 
frantically attempted to explain away her vote to 
partially override Proposition 24%. The aticle was 
very educationsl, not only for what it stated, but 
also for what it omitted. For example, we learned 
that Michael ‘“‘The Good’’ Dukaksi made a “‘deal”’ 
with ‘‘legislative leaders.’’ What we did not learn 
was that these legislative leaders are Mrs. Tuck- 
er’s own Democratic leadership.

quarters in the educational wing at Christ 
Church, and would like to lease space while 
planning to buy or build a new facility. He 
said 10 to 20 percent of the school’s chil- 
dren, 90 percent of its professional staff and 
all of its volunteers are from Andover. 

His group would make no major structu- 
ral changes in the school, Brant said, leav- 
ing it suitable for future use as a public 
school once again. And he presented the 
committee with a petition signed by 155 
earents supporting the nursery’s use of 
Shawsheen School. 

Mel Stanley of the Greater Lawrence 
Educational Collaborative, a public agency 
that serves Andover and other area school 
districts, said his program hopes to expand, 
but needs more space to do it. 

Stanley said the collaborative now serves 
250 emotionally disturbed students at the 
high school level, 50 percent of them from 
Andover, with offices located at 10 High St., 
Andover, and classrooms at the Currier 
School in Methuen. The agency would like 
to begin serving junior-high age students as 
well, he said; those students are now pri- 
vately placed. 

Robert Wellspring of the collaborative 
said the agency would need six classrooms 
and four offices in the Shawsheen, a total of 
5,000 square feet — ‘‘preferably on the first 
floor’’ — plus use of the gymnasium and 
outdoor play areas. 

Nancy McKew of the Andover School of 
Montessori, a non-profit preschool formed 
by parents in 1975, said the school moved to 
North Andover four years ago for lack of 
available space in Andover. School officials 
now hope to move back to Andover, she 
said, and are seeking a long-term lease 
agreement. 

With 54 students, the Montessori school 
would need ‘“‘at least’’ three classrooms, 
she explained, about 2,100 square feet, plus 
office space and use of the gym and outdoor 
play areas. She added that the preschool 
could ‘‘function very well’ with other ten- 
ants. 

And Joan Pearson, director of Commu- 
nity Services, said DCS needs space to offer 
courses and programs. As town buildings 
have been sold (the Cardinal Cushing Gym- 
nasium) or lost (the Recreation Park lodge, 
destroyed by fire) in recent years, the de- 
partment has had to drop programs for lack 
of space, she said. 

DCS uses schools for evening programs, 
but has “absolutely no space”’ for daytime 
programs, Pearson said. 

The department would not need the whole 
building but probably one wing, and could 

* **help coordinate whatever else is going on 
in the building,’’ she said. ‘We could oper- 
ate compatibly with other groups.”’ 

She added that the town should maintain 
the school's playground area because local 
residents use it.

matter for the time being. 

Abutter Earl Efinger of Iceland Road has 
offered to buy the building for $50. But 
Selectman Charles Wesson said it may be 
useful as a storage area for playground 
equipment, and as a shelter from the rain 
for an adjacent playground. 

‘I really thing there are possibilities for 
the building,” Wesson said. “For $50, I 
don’t think we should get rid of it.” 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony said the 
building needed repairs to make it suitable 
for use, and those repairs could cost more 
than $50. He said the town should repair the 
building if it is to remain standing; the 
alternatives would be to tear it down or sell 
it

With the gypsy moth season about to 
start, here are some commonly asked ques- 
tions about spraying trees and shrubs 
around the yard:1. Do I weed to protect my 
pet during the spraying of my trees with 
Seven® carbaryl insecticide?

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Questions 
Concerning 
Siding 

For nearly a quarter century, Alcoa Building Prod- 
ucts has been manufacturing high quality, low mainte- 
nance aluminum siding for America’s homes. 

So it’s not surprising that when homeowners have a 
question about their aluminum siding they turn to 
Alcoa for the answers. 

Recently, Charles Gindele, a staff engineer and 
consumer advisor at Alcoa, provided answers to the 
questions homeowners ask most often about aluminum 
siding. 

There’s a fine dust or ‘‘chalk’’ on my siding. What 
causes this and is it normal? 

Oxidation, or “‘chalking,” is a normal process 
whereby the pigment in siding gradually breaks down 
and releases microscopic particles. Siding is designed 
to oxidize very gradually, so if your siding ‘“‘chalks”’ 
too quickly, you may want to check with your contrac- 
tors. Oxidation is generally first noticed as a lighten- 
ing in the color of the house, or when, in brushing 
against the house, one notices a fine dust on the hands 
or clothing. There’s no way to prevent oxidation—it’s a 
self-cleaning feature of the siding. 

Homeowners who have older siding can sometimes 
wash off the chalk and return the siding to its original 
color. Anyone just having his house sided should be 
aware that the color will change slightly over the 
years as the siding oxidizes. 

Is siding a good insulator? 

Even an uninsulated siding panel cuts down on air 
infiltration through cracks, around doorways and win- 


dows and in cornerboards. The air space created by

A properly insulated attic may be an 
important step towards saving energy this 
winter, but it’s not the only one. 

Other areas of the home, such as un- 
heated crawl spaces, basement walls and 
band joists are also potential sorces of 
energy waste. Their impact on monthly 
heating bills can be particularly significant 
when added together. 

Fortunately, inslating these areas are do- 
it-yourself jobs that the average homeown- 
er can tackle in a weekend. 

Crawl Spaces Simple 

If your floors over an unheated crawl 
space are uninsulated, you may be wasting 
up to eight percent of your home heating 
costs, according to the U.S. Department of 
Energy. 

To insulate it, first measure the amount 
of insulation you'll need in square feet. 
Then go to your local building supply dealer 
for the material: batt insulation with a foil 
or kraft paper vapor barrier and wire mesh 
creening. 

‘Because you'll be working in a cramped 
area, you might want to unroll the insula- 
tion outside of the crawl space to simplify 
installation,’ says Richard Trumbull, vice 
president of Owens-Corning Fiberglas Cor- 
poration, a leading manufacturer of insula- 
tion. “‘Simply place the batts between the 
floor joists and staple or nail the mesh 
screening to the joists to keep the insulation 
from sagging. 

“Be sure to install the insulation with the 
vapor barrier on the warm in winter side,”’ 
he continues. “‘This will keep moisture 
from inside the house from building up in 
the insulation.” _

Warm Up The Basement 

If you have basement walls that need 
insulating, this requires a bit more work 
than other areas, but the DOE reports that 
again eight percent of a home’s energy 
losses occur here. The extra work involves 
building a framework of furring strips or 
studs next to the masonry surface to hold 
the insulation in place. 

To begin building the framework, nail 2x4 
headers to the floor and the joists above. 
Then nail furring or studs in place, either 
16- or 24-in on center. 

“Install insulation on this framework just 
as you would on any exposed wall,” Mr. 
Trumbull says. “Be sure the facing is to- 
wards the inside (warm in winter) of the 
basement.” 

After the insulation is in place, an ap- 
proved wall finish (plasterboard, etc.) 
should be installed around the entire wall, 
not just for esthetics, but for fire-safety 
reasons as well. Check with your local 
building code official. 

Band Joist 

Mr. Trumbull points out that you should 
be sure to insulate the band joist while 
working on the basement wall. The band 
joist is the space between the foundation 
wall and the floor. 

You can insulate this area by cutting 
strips of insulation without a vapor barrier 
and placing them between the floor joists. 

‘Whether you're just filling in gaps in 
existing insulation, or covering areas that 
were always left exposed, remembering to 
insulate the forgotten areas should be a part 
of any home energy improvement,” Mr. 
Trumbull says.

applying an uninsulated siding panel over a wall has an 
“‘R”’ value of about .75 (new home insulation standards 
in the north are R-19 for sidewalls, R-30 for attic 
ceilings). While .75 is not that high, it is a contribution 
toward saving energy. 

Insulated siding panels have an ‘‘R’’ value of be- 
tween 2 and 3. In addition, homeowners can select 
from a wide variety of sheathing products, which can 
be applied under siding, or can have stud spaces blown 
with an insulating material if the siding is going over 
wood clapboard. Insulated siding is usually a wise 
investment as the additional cost may be recovered in 
reduced energy usage. 

If I just moved into an aluminum sided home that 
needs a panel replaced, how can I tell the brand? 

If you don’t know the name of the contractor who 
applied the siding, you may be able to make some 
observations that will help you determine the brand. 
For example: 

¢ While most manufacturers make a woodgrain 
siding, the grains vary from brand to brand and you 
should be able to tell one from another. 

¢ On a smooth, eight-inch wide siding panel, check 
the thickness of the butt (bottom) edge; it will vary 
from 1/2 to 5/8 inch between brands. 

¢ A drip bead that deflects water off the surface is a 
distinguishing factor. It’s generally located on the face 
of the panel, at the bottom, where it meets the butt 
edge. 

¢ Weep holes (most siding panels have them on the 
butt edge) are small openings that allow moisture to 
escape from behind siding. They vary in size and shape 
(round, triangular, slotted) from brand to brand. 
They’re also spaced differently—Alcoa, for example, 
has round weep holes every 18 inches. 

* As a last resort, pry loose a small siding section 
and look at the color of the protective ‘‘wash coat’’ on 
the back; also look for a small logo on the back or on 
the top nailing hem.

edge, work gloves and safety glass- 
es. 

If you’re using ‘“‘batt’’ or blanket- 
type insulation, installation is sim- 
ply a matter of measuring the areas 
to be insulated, cutting the material 
to fit and laying it in place. 

The first step is to determine how 
much insulation you’ll need. Mea- 
sure the length and width of the area 
to be insulated and multiply these 
two dimensions to determine how 
many square feet of insulation will 
fit. 

In an unfloored attic, you'll also 
need to know what width the insula- 
tion should be. You get this by mea- 
suring the space between the joists 
(the structural beams), which gen- 
erally should be either 14% in. or 
22% in., depending on local building 
codes and the age of your home. Of 
course, if you’re adding insulation 
above the joists, the width is not 
important since the new insulation 
will be installed perpendicular to 
the joists and the existing insula- 
tion. 

What Kind To Buy 

Next, you should determine 
whether you need a vapor barrier 
and what R-value you should install. 

If the attic already has some insu- 
lation, use unfaced insulation (with-

A torn window screen is an unwelcome 
surprise when the warm spring air blows in. 
At that time, we can’t wait to throw open 
the windows and let the breeze take the 
winter chill out of the house. Fixing that 
torn family room or kitchen screen doesn’t 
take long; however, and it’s simple to in- 
stall quality screening material that’s dura- 
ble and attractive. 

A trip to the neighborhood hardware store 
for repair can remedy the problem quickly. 
A torn screen is also a relatively simple do- 
it-yourself job. 

The material which most accurately fills 
this order is aluminum screen cloth. It is 
easy to work with and it can be cut to fit any 
size window. 

Aluminum is naturally noncorrosive, so 
the tiny latticed screening continues to en- 
dure seasons of rain and blowing snow. A 
spring cleaning with mild soap and water or 
the brush attachment on a vacuum cleaner 
is all it takes to keep aluminum screening 
looking good year after year. The fine mesh 
also helps keep small insects out of the 
house and resists separating. 

Aluminum screen can be used in any type 
of frame —wood or aluminum—and won't 
warp out of shape. There are different pro- 
cedures for replacing screens in the two 
types of frames. The following steps as well 
as the corresponding diagrams show how to 
rescreen an aluminum frame window. 

Although aluminum framing is sturdy and 
durable, it is important to carefully remove 
the frame so it will not bend or scratch. 
Additionally, it is a good idea to buy a sheet 
of screen larger than the area to be cov-

ered; the excess material provides 
something to hold on to when pulling 
the screen taut to fit the frame.

5. Trim off excess spline and 
screening with a utility knife. Use 
an angle across the spline so the 
knife can’t slip and cut the newly 
installed screening. 

6. If metal spline is used, a putty 
knife may be used to bend screen 
edges into the groove and seat it 
firmly. Then drive the spline into 
the groove with a wooden block and 
hammer; butt joint the spline at 
corners.

Lighting design considerations do not 
start with light sources or fixtures, but with 
people, their individual needs, life styles 
and activities. To give your room the exact 
personality and character you desire, con- 
sultants from the American Home Light 
Institute (KAHLI) recommend the use of 
accent lighting. 

Accent lighting may be created with sur- 
face, recessed or track-mounted lighting 
fixtures and is used to complement ‘‘task”’ 
and general lighting. Used primarily for 

‘ decorative effects, these highly flexible 
lighting fixtures can be placed exactly 
where you want them and controlled pre- 
cisely to provide the intensity, shape and 
color of light beam desired. 

Accent lighting is ideal for highlighting 
artwork, a prized collection, a charming 
bouquet; adding sparkle or creating strong 
light and shadow patterns to dramatize 
treasured possessions and individualizing 
your home. 

Accent lighting can be achieved with open

reflector cans which provide a cone of di- 
rectional light. Directed straight down 
close to a wall, they highlight the texture of 
masonry walls and hanging textiles. Away 
from the walls, open cans create an inti- 
mate pool of light to accent a table top 
setting, plants or flowers. Aimed at a 30° 
angle from the vertical, open reflector cans 
enhance pictures, paintings and photos and 
minimize reflected glare. Cans placed on 
the floor under plants create fascinating 
shadow patterns on the ceiling providing 
high drama at minimum cost. 


Another method of providing accent light- 
ing is the use of framing projectors. They 
enable you to shape a beam of light to the 
exact size and shape you want by a series of 
lenses and shutters. It is an excellent way 
to highlight a painting, sculpture or prized 
collectable. Spill light is omitted so only the 
displayed article is lighted. 


Pendant downlights can be used for ac- 
cent lighting. They can be installed singly 


or in a group over a game table or dining 
table to add decorative impact and increase 
the light level on the table top. A series of 
them hung over a planter can become an 
effective room divider. 

Projector spots are ideal for creating 
dramatic effects. Standard and low-voltage 
spots project a narrow beam of light that 
carries over a long distance. The low-volt- 
age spots are excellent energy savers that 
deliver a highly concentrated light in a 
small area. 

The American Home Lighting Institute 
offers these tips for installing accent lights. 
Aim accent lights so no one in the room has 
to look at the glare of an exposed bulb or 
inside the fixture. Use a reflector spot for a 
nartow beam of light or a flood for a softer, 
wider pool of light. Illuminate a three di- 
mensional object from more than one loca- 
tion. Spots ahead of and on either side of an 
object create depth. Light from straight on 
makes an object appear flat.

billion. This amount is 100 times less than 
the EPA’s established acceptable that no 
clinically significant adverse effects will be 
noted when carbaryl is consumed daily in 
the diet at the level of 0.1 milligrams per 
kilograms of body weight or about parts per 
billion.

out a vapor barrier). If there is no 
insulation, buy batts faced with ei- 
ther a kraft paper or aluminum foil 
vapor barrier. 
To determine the R-value you 
need, check with your local utility, 
building materials dealer or insula- 
tion contractor. Each can recom- 
mend to you the right R-value for 
your climate. Incidentally, because 
of increases in energy costs in the 
last few years, R-value recommen- 
dations that once were acceptable 
have been increased in many parts 
of the country. 
When you buy your insulation, 
check the R-vaue. It should be 
shown right on the label of all insula- 
tion products. This assures you of 
the material’s thickness and ther- 
mal performance. 

Easy Installation 

To begin work on an unfloored 
attic, lay a piece of temporary floor- 
ing; a plank or section of %-in. ply- 
wood should suffice. Leave the 
insulation in the packages until you 
are ready to use it, since it is 
shipped compressed and will expand 
once the package is opened. 

Start by laying the insulation at 
the outer edges of the attic and work 
toward the center. This way you'll 
have more headroom to cut and fit 
smaller pieces. A long handled 
“push’’ broom is helpful in extend- 

ing the material to the corners and 
edges. 

It’s best to lay in the long runs 
first and place the leftover pieces 


aside for filling up smaller spaces. 
Push the insulation gently beneath 
electrical wiring, but try not to com- 
press the material, as this will re- 
duce its thermal effectiveness. Also, 
be sure to butt each section of insu- 
lation tightiy against adjacent sec- 
tions to form a continous barrier. If 
the insulation is faced, be sure to 
install it with the vapor barrier 
down—toward the warm ceiling be- 
low. 


If you are adding to existing insu- 
lation that equals or surpasses the 
height of the joists, place the new 
batts at right angles to the joists for 
a particularly snug thermal barrier. 
Remember, a second layer of insu- 
lation doesn’t need a vapor barrier. 


Cautions, Final Advice 
Be careful not to block the flow of 
air from eave vents—if your home 
has them—when extending insula- 
tion to the attic edges. 


Also, be sure to keep insulation a 
minimum of 3 in. from recessed 
light fixtures to avoid overheating of 
these devices. Finally, in homes 
with a fireplace, use unfaced insula- 
tion to fill the space between the 
chimney and framing.
